First of all. it teaches that we are 
sinners and that our sins are beyond 
our own power to wash away or erad 
irate. 
This is a fundamental, im­ 
portant matt i f . 
Failure to realize 
that we are imperfect, born in sin 
“shapen in iniquity.” 
has 
hindered 
many from seeing the necesspv for ? 
Redeemer, 
and 
therefore from ac­ 
cepting Jesus as their Savior. 
To 
say that we are sinners implies a 
time when righteousness prevailed ii 
our ancestry. 
We do not speak of 
brutes as sinners, because the Scrip 
lures say that “sin is transgression 
of the Law,” and God would not give 
a law to a brute, which con!cl not 
coinnrehend that law. 
Similarly the 
perfection of our first parems was 
implied in this term, because God 
would not give a law to a being not 
sufficiently intelligent and capable of 
keeping that law. Thus this very sim­ 
ple statement, We are sinners, ira 
plies the thought of a fall, just as the 
Bible declares. 
“Christ Died for Our Sins.” 
For Christ to die for our sins im 
plies that our sins had a death-penalty 
attached to them. 
This again im 
plies that at the time that death pen 
aby was imposed it was a just one 
because a just God would not punish 
unjustly. The justice of a death pen 
alty implies a high degree of mtelli 
gence on the part of the sinnei and 
that he was in a condition in which 
lie would not have needed to die if he 
had not sinned. 
This statement, “that Christ died 
for our sins,” further implies that 
Christ was not of the fallen race, for 
had He been a sinner, how could He 
have died for sinners—how could His 
death have been of any profit or ad 
vantage to tnein? 
Thus 
our 
text 
teaches that Jesus was indeel “the 
Lamb of God which taketh away the 
sin of tile world,” that God sent His: 
Only Begotten Son into the world 
that we might not perish but have 
everlasting life. 
The 
whole 
force 
and import 
f this text is that hu 
man salvation is secured by the death 
of Christ and His resurrection. Were 
we not sinners and dying we would 
have needed no one to die for us. 
Were it not to rescue us from sui and 
from death God would not have sent 
His Son. 
The Death Penalty Stated. 
Here let us notice the force of the 
word death In our text. 
It did not 
mean life in torment to our Redeem 
er, for the Scriptures bear clear tes 
timony, not only that He di»d, but 
that He arose from the dead on the 
third day. And the Scriptures declare 
that He was not alive anywhere dur­ 
ing those three days. 
This contra 
diets the thought of some who claim 
that He was the Heavenly Father 
Himself and could not die—that He 
merely got out of the body on the 
cross and let the body die and after 
wards pretended that He had died, 
when He said, “I am He that .iveth 
and was dead, and behold, I ara alive 
I forevermore.”—Rev. i, 18.
